We 
had  an  excellent  dinner,  topped  off  with  a  5Ul  birthday  cake  for 
Katie  Burke  and  a  15th  anniversary  cake  for  the  club.  The  bakery 
even  had  silver  icing  for  the  club  logo1  The  weather  was  fabulous 
and  the  city  offered  many  points  of  interest,  especially  Old 
Sacramento,  which  was  just  a  few  steps  away  from  our  hotel.  A 
photo  recap  is  offered  in  this  issue. 


Sacramento  or  Bust  rounds  are  still  available  for  purchase,  either 
silver  or  gold-plated.  If  you  would  like  to  order  one,  we  ll  gladly 
accept  your  check,  as  this  is  our  only  fundraiser  for  the  year. 


All  rounds  have  been  mailed.  If  you  have  not  received  yours, 
please  let  me  know  as  soon  as  possible.  The  majority  were  mailed 
between  November  9th  and  15l  .  Several  notes  of  interest  about 
this  year's  round  -  the  gold-plated  ones  are  double-numbered. 
They  were  numbered  first  on  the  reeded  edge,  and  not  on  the  tace. 
When  returned  to  Silver  Towne,  they  came  back  with  the  numbers 
off  by  one  digit.  On  the  regular  silver  rounds,  the  first  36  are 
numbered  upside-down.  Lastly,  our  presentation  bars  have  a 
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different  reverse  variety.  We  sold  and  passed  out  so  many  of  the 
bronze  rounds,  that  we  needed  to  order  a  few  more  for  thank-you’s 
to  everyone  who  contributed  to  the  Bugle  in  2000.  Those  will  be 
in  the  mail  before  too  long. 

Joe  Ramos  made  some  beautiful  PNCovers,  which  we  picked  up 
at  the  Sacramento  post  office  the  morning  before  our  meeting.  A 
special  cancellation  stamp  was  made  featuring  the  round  design. 
The  philatelic  officer  liked  it  so  much  we  gave  him  a  sample,  since 
he’d  rushed  the  project  through.  There  are  two  varieties.  Both 
have  the  California  sesquicentennial  stamp,  and  one  has  the  purple 
3-cent  centennial  stamp,  the  other  the  yellow  3-cent  centennial  of 
the  Gold  Rush.  Each  is  $8.50  and  some  are  still  available.  These 
would  make  nice  gifts  -  something  unique! 

I  received  a  phone  call  recently  from  Tim  Cassin.  He  and  his  sister 
Patty  are  selling  their  parents’  collection.  Bill  Cassin,  our  late 
Historian,  died  in  August  1998  and  his  wife  Nita  passed  away  in 
June  1999.  Duane  Spellman  will  be  conducting  a  special  mail  bid 
sale  soon,  and  all  club  members  will  receive  this  mailing.  Tim 
wanted  club  members  to  know  that  they  have  boxes  &  boxes  of 
round  &  bar  pages  and  books.

Stephanie  O’Neil  asks,  ‘‘Can  we  designate  on  an  ongoing  basis,  an  area 
in  the  Bugle  and  entitle  it  “Can  You  Identify  the  Following  Bars,  Rounds 
or  Ingots?"  Members  can  write  in  with  any  questions  and/or  descriptions 
regarding  bars,  rounds  or  ingots.  Member  responses  could  be  printed  in 
the  following  Bugle.  Maybe  this  will  rouse  member  participation  along 
with  receiving  information  on  an  item  in  question.  I'll  start  with  two 
questions.  I  would  like  to  know  the  mint,  year  and  mintage  of  a  2 -ounce 
round,  lire  obverse  has  four  pandas  and  the  reverse  shows  a  triangular 
face  of  a  tiger.  It  is  .999  fine  silver.  I  would  also  like  to  know  the  mint, 
year  and  mintage  of  a  heart-shaped  ingot.  The  obverse  has  3  pandas  and 
the  reverse  reads,  “For  Someone  Special."  This  piece  is  one  troy  ounce, 
.999  fine  silver.” 


Un-Rated  Bars!  How  Rare  Are  They?

This  article  is  the  first  in  a  three-part  series  regarding  un-rated  bars, 
serialized  bars,  and  low  mintage/high  rarity  bars  and  their  correlation. 

As  1  was  cataloging  bars,  I  noticed  a  rarity  value  was  not  given  in  the 
Fifth  Edition  Guidebook  on  a  particular  one  I  had  purchased.  Curiosity 
racing,  l  decided  to  find  out  how  many  bars  in  the  book  were  not  rated. 

FACT:  Of  over  6,000  bars  listed  in  the  Fifth  Edition  Guidebook .  there 
are  only  92  with  no  rarity  value.  I  am  owner  of  three  of  these  un-rated 
bars:  USVI-6,  USSC-208  and  El-12.  Am  1  lucky?  What  does  this  mean, 
if  anything?  Does  this  mean  the  bars  are  so  rare  the  publisher,  editor,  or 
whoever  could  not  rate  them?  Why  were  they  not  rated? 


I  guess  the  only  people  who  can  answer  these  questions  are  those  who 
wrote  the  Fifth  Edition  Guidebook.  Will  someone  address  these 
questions?  I  do  know  that  a  high  rarity  value  of  a  bar  can  command  a 
high  price.

Choo-Choo;  Who  Knew!

While  at  our  local  Crescent  City  Corn  Show  searching  out  art  bars,  1 
happened  to  come  across  a  Chattanooga  Choo-Choo  bar  for  sale.  1 
remembered  seeing  Chattanooga  Choo-Choo  bars  in  the  5'*  Edition 
Guidebook  and  wondered  if  this  bar  could  be  a  “good  one.”  But 
something  about  this  bar  seemed  odd,  as  it  lacked  the  luster  others  have. 
The  American  Royal  Mint  (ARM)  minted  the  bar.  1  vaguely 
remembered  reading  an  article  regarding  ARM  bars  in  an  old  Bugle ,  but 
could  not  recall  what  exactly.  I  purchased  the  bar  anyway  and  hurriedly 
returned  home  to  look  up  my  new  purchase  in  the  Guidebook.  There  are 
only  two  Chattanooga  Choo-Choo  bars  listed  and  this  was  not  one  of 
them.  1  then  searched  for  the  article  1  remembered  reading  in  an  old 
Bugle  and  finally  found  it.  Yes,  this  bar  was  a  re-make;  a  bar  that 
contains  only  1 5  grams  of  metal  (0.3%  silver)  according  to  the  article. 

Oh  well,  this  bar  will  be  added  to  my  collection  as  a  collectible  in  its  own 
right,  and  a  rather  scarce  one  I  might  add,  as  it  was  the  first  ARM  bar 
I've  come  across  since  my  bar-searching  days  began! 

Does  anyone  know'  if  ARM  minted  .999  silver  bars  and  why  they  are  not 
listed  in  the  5th  Edition  Guidebook ?  I  would  also  like  to  know  the  date 
and  mintage  of  the  ARM  Choo-Choo  bar!
